The Diamond Jubilee Celebrations of 
the Bangalore North District Association 
were inaugurated on Sunday, the 4th 
January 1981, by Dr. Basappa Danappa 
Jatti, former Vice-President of India and 
former Patron of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, /ndia. \n his inaugural address, 
Dr. Jatti stressed that the Scout and Guide 
organisation should come forward and give 
guidance to our young people so that the 
growing indiscipline may be put down 
to a great extent. He suggested that the 
Movement should also include yoga train- 
ing apart from mere physical and mental 
education so that the boys and girls may 
be helped to develop themselves not only 
in their physical growth but also in the 


improvement of their moral and_ spiritual 


qualities. Sri Kondajji Basappa, State 
Chief Commissioner, who presided, pointed 
out that the aim of the Movement is to 
see that Scouting and Guiding are taken to 
all the schools in the State according to a 
detailed 10-Year Development Plan which 
the State Headquarters has now drawn 
up. ; 


Earlier, Sri G. Sivappa, President of 
the District Association, welcomed the 
assembled gathering which was followed 
later by a report of the District Association 
presented: by Sri K. B. Shanmukhappa, 
the Secretary of the District Association. 
Smt. Malathi Subramanyam, _ District 
Commissioner (G) proposed a vote of 
thanks. 
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Prior to the inaugural function on the 
same day, the Scouts and Guides had a 
colourful and attractive Route March from 
the Vidhana Soudha through Avenue Road 
to the Makkala Koota where the inaugural 
function was held. The Route March was 
flagged off at Vidhana Soudha_ by 
Sri V.. P. Deenadayalu Naidu, State 
Commissioner (S). 


Forming also part of the Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations a Dance-Drama was 
staged at the Ravindra Kalakshetra entitled 
“Sri Krishna Parijatha Leela‘’ by Nrutya 
Sowrabha, well-known ballet troup of 
Bangalore on the 25th December 1980. 
Sri N. Dharam Singh, Hon'ble Minister 
for Housing and Urban Development and 
Chairman of the Diamond Jubilee Celebra- 
tions Committee was the Chief Guest. 
Smt. Prabhavathi Dharam Singh presented 
the cheque to the artists. 


Smt. Nagamma C. Keshava Murthy, 
Hon'ble Minister of State for Primary and 
Secondary Education also graced the 
occasion and spoke. Smt. Malati Subra- 
manyam, District Commissioner (G) pro- 
posed a vote of thanks and garlanded 
the artists. 


Following the inauguration of the 
Diamond Jubilee Celebrations, the several 
Local Associations under the Bangalore 
District Association had separate Rallies 
and Gang Shows featuring Scout and

Guide crafts, skills and cultural activities, 
Sach as drama, play-acting and singing. 


On the 5th January 1981, the Chama- 
rajpet Local Association Staged their Gang 
Show at the Rotary Hall, Bangalore (opp. 
the State Headquarters), Sri S. Udaya- 
shankar, who is a member of our State 
Council was the Chief Guest. 


On the 6th January 1981, the Malles- 
waram Local Association held their Rally 
and a similar Gang Show at their own 
grounds at Malleswaram. Our two District 
Commissioners, Major M. R. Narayan 
Singh and Smt. Malathi Subramanyam 
were the Chief Guests. On the 7th 
January 1981, the Visveswarapuram Local 
Association conducted a Rally near the 
Glass House in Lalbaugh. Smt. Jayalaxmi 
Sreenivasan was the Chief Guest. These 
Rallies and Gang Shows attracted the 
attention of local citizens who witnessed 
them in large numbers and appreciated 
the work done by the Scouts and Guides. 


Some other Scout and Guide activities 
were also held at the State Headquarters 
on the 9th January. These inciuded, essay 
writing in separate Kannada and English 
groups, quiz contests, also in Kannada 
and English and later in the day, debates 
in Kannada and English. At each of these 
events, some of Our senior members of the 
Movement acted as chairmen or as 
coveners and judged the several events, 
The entire programme was spread over the 
whole day from 9 a.m. till 6 p.m. and 
it was a very happy sight to see the 
children coming forward to participate in 
these events in large numbers. 


On Saturday, the 10th January 1981, 
there was another novel programme which 
also occupied the whole day starting at 
10-30 a.m. The occasion was the holding 


of a ‘Patrol Leaders’ Forum’’ which may 
be described as a mock parliament session 
under the direction of the Patrol Leaders 
themselves, the theme for the Forum being 
‘Democracy at work’’. This was inaugu- 
rated by Sri S. P. Satish, Director, Pre- 
University Education Board, who was 
formerly an Assistant State Commissioner 
for the Gulbarga Division. In his inaugural 
address to the Forum, he stressed the 
importance of young people being involved 
in various planning and programming 
aspects of the Scout and Guide method 
of training. Earlier SriK. B. Shanmukhappa, 
Secretary, District Association, welcomed 
the Chief Guest and others present on the 
occasion. Sri S. Audikesavalu, State 
Organising Commissioner (S) explained 
the purpose of the Forum and the methods 
of discussing the subjects by the Scouts 
and Guidesindifferent groups. Smt. Hamida 
Rahman, State Organising Commissioner(G) 
proposed a vote of thanks to the Chief 
Guest. Later, the Scouts and Guides met 
in separate groups to discuss the subjects 
On the agenda of the Forum. In the after- 
noon the Forum had a plenary session 
when the group leaders presented their 
reports to the general session of the 
Forum. Smt. M. R. Lakshamma, State 
Commissioner (G) addressed the Scouts 
and Guides. 


It may be mentioned here that this is 
the first occasion when a novel feature of 
this type has been included as part of the 
activities for the Scouts and Guides so 
that they can themselves participate in the 
programme of activities and help the adult 
unit leaders to prepare plans for develop- 
ment according to their own needs and 
aptitudes. 


On the concluding day of the week-long 


Diamond Jubilee Celebrations on the 11th 
January, a large gathering of Scouts and 
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Guides, over 2,000 in strength, started 
assembling at the Govt. Fort High School 
grounds from early morning and displayed 
demonstrations of various Scout and Guide 
activities from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. These 
activities included Flag Staff Construction, 
Improvised Tents, First Aid, Cooking and 
Signalling and were witnessed by many 
parents and the public. 


Sri Dharam Singh kindly assured us of a 
site and also a suitable handsome grant 
from the Corporation authorities as well as 
the Government of Karnataka for the con- 
struction of Bangalore North District Scout 
and Guide Bhavan in commemoration of 
the Diamond Jubilee Celebrations. We 
have made some collections through the 
Dance-Drama Programme and the publi- 
cation of Diamond Jubilee Souvenir, 
together amounting in total to about 
Rs. 40,000, out of which we hope to save, 
after meeting all the expenses, a net 
amount of Rs. 25,000 which would be 
inadequate for the purpose which we 
have in view. 3

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The Game Called Scouting

The genius of Lord Baden-Powell could 
not have invented a better training pro- 
gramme for young people. Selfless and 
ready to serve, a Scout is like a modern 
good Samaritan. He is not Only willing 
to help but able by his training to do so 
€ven at the cost of great sacrifice to him- 
self. Dependable to the end, his personal 
integrity inspires those around him. 


The Scout movement which has captured 
the hearts of boys in every country had its 
Origin in a series of articles in a Magazine. 
The writer was Robert Stephenson Smyth 
Baden-Powell, later to become __ Lord 
Baden-Powell of Gilwel, but affectionately 
known to millions by the magic initials: 
B.- P. 


B.— P. had no intention of starting a new 
movement in 1908. ‘Il wasa boy once,’’ 
he wrote. He wanted to share with the 
boys of his time what he had himself 
enjoyed as a boy. Not a very bright 
student, he used to sneak out into the 
_ woods to study plants and animals, snare 
rabbits and cook them undetected over 
' smokeless fires. On one of his vacations 
he sailed a yacht round the south Coast of 
England in the company of his brothers. 
Another holiday was spent in tracing the 
Thames to its source in a canoe. 


Many of his. skills in Scouting were 
acquired in India and Africa during his 
Career as a Soldier. What made him the 
hero of every boy in England was his 
defence of Mafeking in South Africa till 


—M.C. George 
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relief came after 217 days. He had only 
a thousand trained and untrained men to 
defend the five-mile circumference of the 
town from the besieging forces. He put 
the boys of the town in uniform and 
trained them to carry messages, keep look- 
outs and act as orderlies. i 


Enthusiasm 


B. P.’s ideas caught on like wild fire 
among the boys of England. They wrote 
to him for further guidance. Ultimately, 
on the advice of the King himself, he 
resigned his commission in the army to 
dedicate himself entirely to the training of 
boys. Before long it was evident that the 
girls would not let him alone without 
doing something for them too. He made 
minor modifications in the activities and 
called the movement G/r/ Guides. 


Scouting was originally designed for 
boys in their eleventh to the eighteenth 
year. Soon the younger kids, impatient 
to wait till they grew up to join their elder 
brothers forced B.~ P. to draw up a similar 
simplified scheme for boys eight to eleven 
years of age. They were named Wo/f 
Cubs. When Scouts outgrew the upper 
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age limit but wanted to continue their 
Scouting programme, Aovering was born, 


The Unknown Hero 


The Scout movement spread to other 
countries almost immediately. The Scout's 
duty to do one good turn, every day took 
Scouting to America. A visitor from the 
U.S. not knowing the streets of London 
got lost in the city. A young boy saw 
his predicament and offered to take him 
to the address he desired. The gentleman 
offered the boy a tip. But the boy declined. 
‘‘No, thank you, sir. | am a Scout. 
A Scout does not help someone to receive 
a reward.’’ The man was taken aback 
and questioned him about Scouting. The 
boy promised to take him to his Scout 
leader the next day. 


Back in America, he put to practice what 
he had learned in England and started a 
troop of his own. In later years all efforts 
to trace this Scout in England who had 
been instrumental in bringing Scouting to 
America proved futile. The grateful 
nation has given its highest Scout award 
to this unknown Scout and raised a monu- 
ment in his honour. 


Character Building 


Every form of external activity is under- 
taken in Scouting with the ultimate aim of 
character formation. The Scout is 
encouraged to live by the threefold pro- 
mise he makes at his initiation and to 
guide his actions by the Scout Law. B.-P. 
had no faith in a series of DOs and 
DON'Ts. Thus the scout law states: 


1. A Scout’s honour Is to be trusted. 
2. A Scout is loyal. 
3. A Scout is helpful. 
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4. A Scout is a friend to all and a 
brother to every other Scout, no 
matter to what country, class or 
creed the other may belong. 


A Scout Is courteous. 
A Scout is a friend to animals. 


A Scout is disciplined and obeys 
orders, 


8. A Scout is brave and smiles and 
whistles under all difficulties. 


A Scout is thrifty. 


10. A Scout is pure in thought, word and 
deed. 


Led by his motto ‘BE PREPARED’, the 
Scout tries to arm himself to face any 
emergency. Training in First Aid is given 
prime importance. There are innumerable 
instances of lives saved by the quick 
thinking of Scouts in accidents where 
people tend to get panicky. » 


What may not be so evident to the 
non-Scout is the importance of pioneering 
skills, /. e., the skill with ropes and spars. 
B.— P. himself tells the story of the father, 
the mother and their seventeen years old 
son who lost their lives in the rapids 
below the Niagara Falls. They floated 
down on ice floes for a full hour, washed 
by thousands on the bank. No one knew 
or thought of tying good strong loops in 
the ropes they let down from the bridge 
across the river to pull the stranded people 
up the 160 ft. height of the bridge. The 
numb hands of the victims did not let 
them hang on for long; they fell back into 
the river and were drowned. A few days 
later. a passenger in a train was over- 
heard to remark: ‘Well, | believe that if 
any Boy Scouts had been there they would 
have found some plan for saving those 
poor people.’’ 


The Leader‘s Role 


E.-P. who remained a boy at heart up 
to his death in 1941 felt that no special 
training was required to help boys on 
their path of Scouting. Though he wrote 
books and conducted training courses for 
Scout Leaders, he considered that the 
most important requisite to be a success- 
ful leader was that he be a BOY-MAN. 
The leader places himself on the right 
plane with the boys and studies the needs, 
outlooks and desires of his boys. 


The gang spirit, for example, which is 
innate in the boy is made use of in his 
training. Every troop is Organized by 
Patrols of six to eight boys led by an 
older boy selected by the Scouts them- 
selves. All activities are carried out in 
these gangs. The patrol plans, works, 
plays, competes, trains itself and fights, 
too, as one unit. The gains in team spirit 
and leadership for the boys are incalculable. 


The Scout Leader is only an adviser, a 
guide. The Patrol Leaders inthe ‘Court 
of Honour’ take all the practical decisions. 
The Scout Leader makes himself available 
to every individual Scout and becomes his 
friend and elder brother. It is for this 
reason that B.—P. believed no leader 
should take on more than thirty-two boys in 
his troop, though B.-P. himself preferred 
to work with sixteen boys only. 


The boy’s need to have his achievements 
recognised is satisfied with the scheme of 


badges. There are three general proficiency 
badges for overall progress in Scouting 
and over 100 merit badges that a Scout 
can earn by making himself specially 
skilled in any particular hobby or interest, 
The ambition of every Indian Scout is to 
earn the ‘President’s Scout’ badge which 
equips him in a_ particular way for the 
service of his country. 


Scouting is for every boy, the good and 
the not-so-good: the lively and the quiet; 
the introvert and the extrovert; the cheeky 
and the shy; the clever and the slow. 


David Wilkerson, who has worked 
with thousands of drug addicts in the 
cities of America has this to say about 
Scouting. 


“‘In my opinion, there is no stronger 
force for good among young people than 
Scouting. Any activity that takes children 
into the country and close to nature is 
wonderful, if religiously oriented...Not 
one of the addicts who has come to us 
has ever been a Scout. If you take any 
incorrigible kid, involve him in an effective 
Boy Scout Programme, put him in uniform, 
pack a tent on his back, lead him on a 
hike through the woods until he falls 
exhausted at night, let him sleep under 
the stars, and in the morning get him up 
to fish for his own breakfast and then 
cook it—all of this under a dedicated man 
who cares about boats—I promise you he 
will never turn up on Teen Challenge’s door- 
step as a drug addict in need of help.”’
